They have furnished | 
some of Georgia’s greatest men and 
women; men and women who have 
left the imprint of their lives not only 
upon our beloved state but upon the 
entire nation.

Today, new and ample facilities 
are provided, and the debts of the 
institution have been paid. Any citi- 
zen of Georgia entitled to admission 
to the hospital is promptly received. 
If you elect me governor this policy 
will be continued. 

Institutions Borrowed. 
¥In 1932, the sick people at-the tu- 
berculosis hospital at Alto, the un- 
fortunate children at Gracewood, the 
blind ehildren, at Macon, and the deaf 
and dumb children at Cave Spring 
were not receiving the funds provid- 
ed for their maintenance. In order to 
provide for them, it was necessary 


for the institutions to borrow money | 


against unpaid maintenance funds.

John Francis Flournoy, 89, retired 
Columbus industrialist, died at his 
‘home here tonight after an illness of 
/several months. 

| He recently returned here from an 
Atlanta hospital. 

Mr. Flournoy was born in Colum- 
| bus, March 18, 1847, and spent his 
life in that city with the exception 
of eight years after the end of the 
|War Between the States when he 
/engaged in farming in Russell county, 
Alabama, just across the state line. 

Returning to Columbus, he engaged 
/in the cotton warehouse business, the 


real estate business and later electric | 


-and railroad development in which 
enterprises he reached the height of 
‘his career. 

Headed Railroad. 

He served as president of the Co- 
‘\lumbus Railroad Company from 1887 
ito 1902, operating electric trolleys at 
the close of the old horse car days. 

He then became on of the organ- 
izers of the Georgia Midland railroad, 
now. a part of the Southern railway, 
and later the Coweta Power Com- 
pany, which was eventually absorbed 
by the Georgia Power Company. 

During his long career he was 
prominent in the civic and social life 
of the city. 

He was a Civil War veteran, serv- 
ing with the Alabama cadet corps and 
Hood's army. 

After the end of the war, Flournoy 
returned to Russell county, Alabama 
and engaged in farming for’ eight 
years before entering the cotton ware- 
house business in Columbus. He con- 
'tinued in that enterprise until 1900. 

Two years later he organized the 
Muscogee Real Estate Company, 
which became the Flournoy’ Realty 
Company, and through it developed 
extensive residential sections. Flour- 
noy also organized the Columbus In- 


vestment Company and sefved as its. 


president for 10 yearss This concern 
erected the Murrah building, one of 
the largest office buildings in Colum- 
bus, 

Formed Power Company. 

In 1902, Flournoy and George J, 
Baldwin, of Savannah, organized the 
Coweta Power Company, 
quired land along 
river, and eventually developed 
'Goat Rock and _ Bartlett's 
dams. It was from these power de- 
velopments Columbus earned its nick- 
name of the Electric City. 


During his active career as a de-| 


veloper, Flournoy also participated in 
the civic and social life of the city. 
For 10 years he was chairman of the 
tax equalization board of Muscogee 
county and served several years as 


‘chairman of the city planning board, | 


Flournoy was twice married, first 
to Miss Rebecca Epping, November, 
1869, and later to Miss Mary Welch 
Reynolds, of Talladega county, Ala- 
bama. :

Jupiter never gets so close to the 
earth as Mars or Venus, but it ig so 
large that it makes a fine sight in 
the sky, even gt a distance of hun- 
dreds of millions of miles.

Nine moons are known to.  g¢ 
around Jupiter, and one or two more 
very small ones may be located i 
the course of time. Four of the 
moons are of large size, and you ma 
see them with a pair of good field 
'glasses. Jupiter is now in the eve 
ning sky. If you will look at it 
through a telescope or field-glasees 
I’m sure you'll enjoy the sight. Look 
for a bright object in the southert 
sky. not long after sunset. 

Two of the moons of Jupiter are 
a bit larger than the planet Mer 
‘cury. The other two are about the 
size of the moon which goes around 
| the earth.
